Summer classes offered for adults

BELLE GLADE --Although response to the 
summer classes offered at Glades Central Com- 
munity High School has proved minimal, the 
program's administrator remains optimistic. 

Assistant Principal Reginald Murphy, in his 
first. year at the helm of the summer classes, 
says "We can't give up on them.” 

He believes the-problem encountered in at- 
tracting large numbers of adults to classes at 
the high school is twofold. 

Most critical, the community is not aware of 


what the school has to offer. 

Murray is working to combat this i gh a 
public awareness campaign. So farthis year he 
has sent letters to local clubs and organiza- 
tions, businesses and other groups. 

He hopes to let people know that the 
philosophy: behind adult education has chang- 
ed in the past few years. 

This problem of of the public's mistoncep- 
tions abouit adult education is an important 
one. Murray, who previously worked in adult 
education: counseling at Glades Central, notes 
that the concept of adult education changed in 
the late 1960s and early 1970s. 

An outgrowth-of eductional ideas begun in 
Michigan, adult éducation now aims at enrich- 
ment, oftenwith an emphasis on recreation and 
leisure: 

That's not to say the more traditional course 
work has gone by the boards. Students at 
Glades Central can still study for their GED or 
learn English as a sécond language. 

"But more and more couses such as ceramics. 
computer literacy, oil painting, dramatic ac- 
ting. guitar and cooking are becoming increas- 
ingly popular. — .

Working on drug 
smugglers, 
large and small 


Lawmen in. western Palm Beach 
County and in Hendry County have 
garnered their share of headlines 
recently with their roundup of drug 
peddlers, large and small. 
‘Drugs will not be tolerated in Hen- 
dry County, whether they come from 
« the street dealer or the big time smug- 
gler." 
That quote is from Hendry County 
Sheriff Sermon Dyess and it comes 
following the arrest of four men and 
the seizure of more than 1,000 pounds 
of cocaine last week. The seizure, made 
in conjunction with the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration and the Palm 
Beach Sheriff's Department, is 
reportedly the largest in Hendry Coun- 
ty history. 
The cocaine would have had a street 
value of about $50 million. 
In the meantime, city policemen in 
Belle Glade rounded up 12 persons on 
vice and drug charges Saturday, June 
1. Belle Glade policeman arrested 12 
more persons June 15, following a con- 
centrated sweep in the southwest sec- 
tion of the city. 
The sheriff's departments in both 
Hendry and Palm Beach Counties, the 
Drug Enforcement Administration, 
and Chief Michael Miller and his police 
officers deserve our congratulations 
and appreciation. 
Interdiction of drug operations is a 
risky, dangerous business for lawmen. 
It pleases us to see that these opera- 
tions were carried out in such an effi- 
cient manner.

How to raise new plants from 


PALM BEACH-Being 
able to raise one's 
plants is a very good 
practice, especially 
when large numbers of 
plants are needed, but 
unfortunately many 
people lack proper 
knowledge for starting 
their own plants either 
by seeds or cuttings. 
Plants raised from. 
seed of course are a lit- 
tle bit easier for-the 
novice than trying to 
root cuttings, but cut- 


tings are not teally ` 


that difficult to root if 
one follows some basic 
steps. 

First of all, in taking 
cuttings for propaga- 
tion purposes, make 


sure that cuttings are 
taken. from good 
healthy plants. Cut- 
tings taken from weak, 
run-down, diseased or 
insect infested plants 
can't be expected to 
root well Also, the 
iype of cutting one 
takes is very impor- 
tant. There are two 
“basic types of cuttings, 
softwood and hard- 
wood. Softwood cut- 
tings are the tender 
growing tips of the 
plants, generally where 
the leaves are very im- 
mature and the stem is 
very soft and pliable 
and usually green in 
color. 

Hardwood cuttings 


generally are portions 
of the plant at some 
distance back from the 
growing tips where the 
tissue is almost reach- 
ed maturity and» may 
be woody and very 
rigid, not limber like 
the tender tip and it- 
may or may not have 
leaves, depending on 
the type of plant. 
When making tip 
cuttings, it is impor- 
tant too to leave the 
leaves attached to the 
cutting during the 
rooting process. This is 
because the tissue is 
very juvenile and has 
not yet stored large ac- 
cumulations 'of good 
and it needs leaves on 


the cutting during the 
rooting process to 
manufacture food and 
help speed the rooting 
process. Remove only 
the lower one or two 
sets of leavés on the 
cutting necessary to in- 
sert it into the growing 
media. 

Cuttings, expecially 
softwood cuttings, do 
not have to be very 
large and often times 
the ideal size is about 2 
to 6 inches. These cut- 
tings sbould be in- 
serted into a well drain- 
ed media which can be 
either soil or sgilless 
materials.

When using hard- 
-wood cuttirigs it is not 
necessary to. have 
leaves attached since 
there are sufficient 
stored food reserves in 
the stem to carry it 
through -the rooting 
process. Also it can be 
much longer and is not 
uncommon to see some 
growers using hard- 
wood cuttings as long 
as 12 sto 20 inches. 
When using softwood 
cuttings, that have 
leaves attached, to 
prey ent dehydration 


place a small plastic 
covering over the cut- 
tings once they have 
been stuck into the 
rooting media and 
thoroughly watered. 
By doing this, this will 
help keep the humidity 
very high around the 
plant as they are 
rooting and generally 
this will enable you to 
get a much higher per- 
cent of success. 

Keep plastic covered 
containers out of direct 
sunlight however, since 
heat buildup within 
these can cause lethal 
temperatures within 'a 
short period of time.
